Applicant argued in substance Linderman does not teach "at least one web service". 
| In response to Applicant's argument, in Applicant's specification, pg 6, lines 15-17, the 'web sen/ice' is defined as "a resource accessible 
on the WEB, via a network interface, which accepts requests and sends back responses to these requests". In light of applicant's 
specificaion, Linderman teaches the concept of a 'web service' because Dabernet software has a client side and a server side module 
(see pg 1 , last paragraph to pg 2, first two paragraphs). The client side software is a web browser plug-in that is using remote procedure 
calls (RPC) in XML format to instantiate processes to be performed on the server side. The server side software module will carry out the 
configuration of multiple devices utilizing SNMP protocol. 

Applicant further argued Linderman includes no figures and at best vaguely describes the prospective product "DaberNet". 
In response to Applicant's arguments, client server side remote procedure calls and SNMP protocols are well known to the person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made. Additionally, RPC calls from client to server, as well as server carrying out 
configuration commands to other devices are explicitly taught in Linderman reference.
